January 17.

Dr. Posner measured the 
growth during the past 10 years 
by pointing out: the number of 
volumes contained in the li­ 
brary. The present total of 100,- 
000 is expected to double within 
the next five years, he said. He 
also marked the increase in the 
number of cafeterias and school 

i buses.
i 'The hue and cry arose In 
1947 in Torrance for its own 
school district and a vote was 

, cast to unify the school," he 
jsaid. "During the short period 
I of July 1 September 10, 1947, a 
| school system was organized. 
, The "open door" policy to par­ 
ents was emphasi/ed to bring 
the schools closer to home and 
people."

! Dr. Posner described the for­ 
mation of the Torrance Educa­ 
tional Advisory committee com­ 
posed of representatives of la­ 
bor, industry, PfA, service 
clubs etc. The Torrance Schools 
bulletin Is published by this 
committee which meets 

! monthly.
"The apparent success of the 

good school* is attributed to the 
attitude of the men and women 
of the city," said Dr. Posner.
